GERMANY BUILDING BIG FLEET 


New Af of Ship, Which it te Said, 
Will Revolutionize Naval Warfare 
London, March 8.—A disclosure of 

supreme importance affecting the nav- 
al position of Great Britain is made in 
the Engineer, a technical paper of the 
highest reputation, which does not 
make statements without reliable au- 
thority. 

This journal gives details of a for- 
midable and entirely new type of war- 
ship which is being constructed for 
the German admiralty. The design 
was first offered to the British gov- 
ernment, but beyond a bare acknow- 
ledgement, no further action was 
taken, 

The new type is described as speed- 
ier than any dreadnought. It lies 
low in the water, not much more than 
awash, and it fights end on. The only 
target it presents to the enemy's fire 
is a bow shield sloping backward and 
of such shape and thickness as to be 
virtually impenetrable. 4 

It serves as the carriage of a single 
gun of maximum power, furnished 
with projectiles that play the part 0) 
aerial torpedoes, and the gun remains 
perpetually screened, except at the 
moment of firing. 

The vessel can be kept at sea in al! 
weathers and can fight effectively at 
the longest ranges. Twenty of these 
destroyers can be built for the cost 
of a single super-dreadnought and the 
German naval experts hold, with am- 
ple reason, that a super-dreadnough 
F inevitably succumb if attackeé

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AMBASSADOR BRYCE EULOGIZES| 
THE DOMINION 


" se 

Says That the People of Great Brit- 
ain Desire that the Bonds of Affec- 
tion, Between the Dominions and the 

Mother Country should be Closer 

and More Cordial. 

Montreal.—The people of Great 
Britain and Ireland are keenly alive 
to whatever goes on in Canada and 
at home we desire that the bonds of 
affection between the Dominion and 
the Mother country should be ever 
closer and more cordial, said. . Right 
Honorable James Bryce, british am- 
bassador at Washington, in his ad- 
dress at the Canadian Club luncheon 
recently. 

Mr. Bryce referred to the splendid 
prosperity of the Dominion, to the 
singular success of the federal system 
of government since its inception, and 
to the fact that North America had 
enjoyed peace for nearly one hundred 
years. He algo uitered a word of 
warning to Canada with regard to 
the problems that were facing her in 


Fa 


connection with her national expan- 
sion. 
1 have long felt, said Mr. Bryce, 


that the Canadian clubs are unique 
and excellent insiitutions. Unique 
because in no other coun!ry, so far as 
I am aware, are there similar organi- 
zations drawing unto themselves as 
these do, all that is beet; expressing 
public spirit and realizing that there 
fe a great deal in life besides busi- 
ness and politics. in them only two 
things are thought of, the acquisition 
of knowledge and Canada as a whole. 

They are of special interest to me 
who know notoing about business and 
have forgotten all I ever knew about 
politics. It is forty-three years since 
I visited Montreal for the first time. 
It fs a very different place to what 
it was in 1870. .-Then it was not full 
of vitality and mavement as it is to 
day; business and population was 
comparatively slow and you had only 
just federation. There was no rail- 
way as far as Winnipeg, in fact I am 
not sure that Winnipeg existed at all. 
It is not many years since you realiz- 
ed the possibilities of the district 
northwest of Winnipeg. 

When I first visited winnipeg there 
wes no idea of the existence of the 
fertile clay belt between there and 
Hudson Bay, and no‘ notion of the 
vast minera) wealth of northern On- 
tario or of the coal deposits of the 
Rocky Mountains. After this no one 
can set limits to the great possibili- 
ties of the country. 

Not less remarkable than your ma- 
terial progress has been the growth 
of your constitutional government, al- 
though in its carly days there was 
not wanting people to show that Can- 
ada could never be a great nation. 
Your federa! system ha» worked, on 
the whole, with wonderful success and 
little frict'on- It has worked _per- 
haps better than anywhere else in 
the world; I think the only example 
of equal success is that of Switzer- 

You have had the great problem 
of two races, of peoples different in 
race and language whom the federal 
gystem has designed to unite. While 
the federation of districts so dissim- 
flar as the province of British Colum- 
bia, the Pacific coast provinces and 
the Maritime provinces -show that, as 
far as adaptation to local conditions is 
concerned, the federal system has 
been an unqualified success. And 
this success has been a tribute to the 
men who have been governed as well 
as those who framed the system. 


Ballooning Across Atlantic

Good Roads-How 
They Should be 
Built on the Prairie. 


By a Practical Farmer. 


Should roads be built by contract 
by experienced road builders, or 
should the work be done by residents 
working on the roads, thereby pay- 
ing their taxes for road work. These 
queries have been discussed by a 
good many municipal bodies, and 
the fact has been pointed out, that 
roads built by contract have always 
been better than those built by 
custom labout. In the first place 
the road contractor usually is 
equipped with proper machinery 
for the work of road building, such 
us plows elevators, levelers, and the 
last. but not least important tool, the 
split log drag It. seems to be a pre- 
dominant feature with farmers doing 
road work for.taxes, to overlook the 


.| fact that the work they aré doing ig 


of importance and of profit to them- 
selves as well as their fellow neigh- 
vour, and they try to do as little 
work asthey.can. Then the farmer 
generally has not sufficient ex- 
perience in road building, and many 
local roads are built without drain- 
age, whereby. a good dry, solid road 
may be the result, but simply are 
banks of earth scraped from either 
side and thrown into the middle of 
the road allowance ; often deep 
ditches are left and these fill up with 
water. The result is that the founda- 
tion of the roads are. always 
water soaked, and the frost breaks 
the crust, the spring rains set in 
their work and we soon have an im 
passable road. Compare this with 
a good road, properly built, properly 
drained and kept in condition with 
the split log drag. It soon acquires 
a smooth surface, and being crown- 
ed and free from ruts dn account of 
the use of the split log drag the rain 
runs off, without affecting the ser- 
viceability of the road, and when a 
road is once put into proper condi- 
tion, it is surprising the small 
amount of work required to keep it 
in good shape. Good roads are an 
essential factor te the prosperity of 
the farmer and consequently the 
nation, and the need for good roads 
are admitted by everyone; therefore 
every municipal officer should have 
some knowledge of road building ere 
he undertakes this important task. 
A road should never be of less width 
than 16 fect across, for if there is 
not plenty of room on the grades 
the sides are liable to press out 
when heavy loads pass, the rain gets 
into the ruts made by the wagon 
wheels and the road is spoiled. A 
great fault of inexperienced road 
makers is that they put in culverts 
tco small. Culverts should be of 
sutticiont size to carry off all the 
water, and those made of corrugated 
steel are preferable to the out of date 
wooden box affairs. Statue labour 
is a waste of money, and all road 
work should be under the super- 
vision of an experienced superinten- 
dent. :
